MEMPHIS. 
NO MORE RATIONS. 
Special Dispaich to The Tribune, 

Mur. Tenn., Oct. 21.—Your correspond- 
ent finds little to write about to-day. The 
fact that the Relief Committee have resolved 
not to issue rations after the 25th has had the 
effect to crowd the city with ration-flends to- 
day, and the clamor and rush for the last ration 
has been enthusiastic. There has also been an 
imprudent rush of refugees into the city, which 
the doctors predict will result in a fresh out- 
break of the disease. Undertakers report nine- 
teen intermeuts, nine of which were in the city.

Fitzpatrick, W. H. Scnilling, Louis Legge, G. 
R. Redford, Daniel Lake, Fred Hininger, Emma 
Crumpler. Willis Bruners, Charles Bisman, Mr.

AMONG THE NEW CASES 

of prominence reported to-day appears the name 
of Chris Steinkabi, the popular saloon-keeper 
in charge of the Peabody bar-rooms, which were 
only opened to the public last Monday. Chris 
has a light case, which his friends abroad will 
delight to know. No deaths of prominence are 
mentigned to-day. The family of the late Rev. 
Dr. Slater, of which four are already dead, in- 
cluding the lamented Doctor, moved into the 
city last week, numbering six persons. This 


morning two were taken with the fever, and the 


chances are that the remainder of the family 
will become victims. This is another practical 
warning to refugees. The reports from eigiiteen 
phvsicians to-night aggregate tweuty-three pew 
cases, seven inside the city. A warm rain has 
just begun falling.

Benner, who volunteered to take charge of the 
relief boat Johu M. Chambers and accompany it 
into the very midst of the yellow fever country, 
was trom Steriing, III., where ali bis relatives 
now reside. He was born in Strasburg, Pa., 
came to Sterling. DL, with bis family when 
young, and at his death was 34 years of age. 

In the fall of 1861 he accompanied the writer 
to Camp Nevin, Kentacky, where he enlisted as 
a private soldier in Company G, Thirty-fourth 
Illinois Volunteers, Col. E. N. Kirk command- 
ing. His military beariug aud bravery soon 
won merited promotion. At the battle of Stone 
River the regiment suffered severely in killed 
and wounded, and among the prisoners was 
Lieut. Benner. He was confined in Anderson- 
ville, then Libby, until daly exchanged. He 
rejoined his regiment and served until the close 
of the war. Leaving the army with a conscious- 
ness of duty done he desired to return to a life 
that nature seemed to have eminently fitted 
him for, * soon he secured an appointment as 
Lieutenant of the Eighteenth Regiment of 
United States reguiars. Soom after this he was 

MARRIED TO MISS DBLLA GATES, 
by whom he has two little girls that are now 
left orphans. Until recently bis wife made her 
home here, but flually sought the side of her 
husband at Atlanta, Ga., where they were when 
he volunteered to command relief boat, and 
where his widow and little still remain. 

When the Govern -for volucteers 
to accompany the relfef boat into the very jaws 
of death, no one who knew him here was sur- 
prised that he was the first to offer his services, 
everybody exclaiming, It's just like him.“ 
From the moment his services were accepted, 
the progress of the steamer he was put in charge 
of was one of deep concern here. He has living 
here a widowed mother, three sisters, aud two 
brothers. From the day he left St. Louis until 
stricken down with the fatal disease, he wrote 
them daily of his success.

COST OF TRANSIT OVER VARIOUS 
GAUGES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

The article on the subject of Narrow and 
Broad Gauge Railroads” in a recent issue of 
your paper was read with interest, as any trans- 
portation pian which may be adopted that will 
reduce the transit cost of the products of the 
poil will be joyously welcomed by the agricult- 
ural and manufacturing interests of this coun- 
bry. The great advantage of narrow over the 
ruage of four feet eight inches seems to be 
a light and less expensive rolling-stock, 
and the economy in working the same. 
lt appears to me that the same 
economy may be easily introduced 
upon the track-gauge of four feet eight mches, 
dy reducing the weight of the car rolling-stock 
to the same tonnage-capacity of that used upon 
the narrow-gauge roads. ‘The writer of this can 
well remember the weight and capacity of the 
rolling-stock of the first railroads constructed 
in the Atlantic States. The freight-cars then 
carried double the tonnage of their own weight, 
the “deadwood” being 50 per cent of the carry- 
ing capacity; and the passenger-cars would seat 
ten passengers per ton weight of the car. The 
ordinary -cars of the present time 
seat about four passengers, and the palace 
sleeping-cars seat, on the average, a fraction 
less than three passengers per ton weicht of the 
car; but, owing to the fact that only four 
double berths are furnished in each section of 
the car, where eight passengers can be seated, 
the y of the caris probably 
reduced more than 25 per cent, as any aud every 
1 occupy a double by paving

STANDPOINT. 
Berum, Oct. 3.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of the Berlin National Zeitung takes 
an unfavorable estimate of the British military 
strength in India: 
“The European army in India numbers 
64,000, the native force 128,000. The 64,000 Eu- 
ropeans being required to keep down 230,000, - 
ot mostly bostile subjects, few, if any, can 
Be employed abroad. As to the native 
forces, they are very untrustworthy, being 
kept together only by rigorous discip- 
line. . . . Owing, moreover, to the 5 
of officers, these forces cannot be increased. 
the side of and opposed to the 192,000 — 
troops we have 264,000 men forming the contin- 
gents of the various semi-independent Princes. 
Hitherto prevented from united action 
by differences of race and state, these 
forces are likely to gather found Afghan- 
istan as a common centre in case of war. 
Add to this that the Wahabites on the north- 
western border, who eau send about 50,000 men 
into the field, and hostile to Engiand, and 
that a portion of the native forces may 
be expected to mutiny, and the result 
must be very doubtful. But wiil there 
be war at all! Accustomed to show a bold 
front, England, as a rule, fights only if she has 
others to fall bagk upon. Wherever firmness is 
shown the Englishman yields, and, as the 
Afghans are sure to hold out, having o com- 
mercial interest to compromise, it is very prob- 
lematic whether the English, with no allies 
to fight for them in the present instance, 
will really have recourse to main force. 
By occupying Quetta and demanding’ ad- 
mission to a country wmch has never tolerated 
their presence, the English have provoked dip- 
lomatic deieat. They have done this at a mo- 
ment when all India awaits speedy lib- 
eration from the English yoke. In these 
circumstances, the affront sustained is no doubt 
painfully felt; but to be worsted by the 
Aighans in the field would be still more dis- 
agreeable. However, let Englishmen take care 
of their own affairs as best they may, we Rus- 
sians have nothing to do with these Afghan 
squabbles for the present.” 
The above fairly reflects the tone of Russian 
public opinion at this juncture. 
The Russian press, too, begins to speak out. 
The St. Petersburg Golos savs that England 
having aliowed Messrs. Baker, Kemball, and 
others to tight for Turkey, Russia will not pre- 
vent her officers, volunteers, and ammunition 
merchants going to and fighting for Afghanis- 
tan. This would be a semi-official war no 
doubt; but semi-offjcial hostilities are far prefer- 
able to direct and official rupture, which is not 
to be apprehended. 

The Journal de St. Petersbourg begs to inquire 
whether the Foreign Office organ, the Times 
pewspaper, really expects the Russian Govern- 
ment to ask Engiand’s permission before send- 
ing an Embassy to Afghanistan or any other 
country.

BURGLARY.

the Hon. George H. Anderson, Postmaster of 
this city, was entered by burglars about 2 0’clock 
this morning, at which hour Mr. Anderson was 
awakened by achoking sensation, and found a 
sponge saturated with chlorform lying near his 
face. He turned nis head to the wall to get a 
breath of fresh air, and as he did so the flash of 
a dark lantern was thrown upon him from the 
foot of the bed, and he saw the outlines 
of a man for a few seconds. Mr. 


Anderson remained quiet, considering that 
the best course to pursue under the circum- 
stances. in the meantime the man with the 
lantern shut’ off the light and crouched down 
beside the bed in which Mr. Anderson’s cbild 
was sleeping. Mr. Anderson got ont of bed, 
but, from the effects of the chloroform, reeled 
like a drunken man. He made his way as well 
as he could to a burtan, in one of the drawers 
of which he bad placed his revolver on re- 
tiring the orévidus evening. At this junc- 
ture his wife awoke, and, not knowing 
what was the matter, tried to light 
a match, as she thofight her husband was ill. 
Mr. Anderson seized hold of her, placed her in 


as there were burglars in the house. All this 
transpired in jess time than it takes to recount 
it. Mr. Andersen, who had by this time se- 
cured his revolver, turned to the spot where the 
burglar was me ae at the foot of the bed. 

but was afraid shoot for fear of 
killing his ttle child. Cocking the 
revolver, he walked to the fireplace and 
stirred the fire to make a light, but, when he 
turned around, the man was gone. He had tak- 
en alarm, and "sought safety in flight. Mr. Au- 
derson followed him, and, as he reached the 
door, he heard the jingling of silverware on the 
porch. He fired at the burglars (there were two 
of them) as they fled through the darkness, but 
it is not known whether any of the shots took 
effect. ‘the burglars carried off with them a set 
of silver presented to Mr. Anderson when 
he was Speaker of the Senate, the 
intrinsic value of which is about 8500, but which 
he would not have parted with for many times 
that sum. All the pieces are marked George 
H. Anderson, from Senators, 1873.“ Besides 

the silver set there were taken a dozen silver 
forks, a dozen silver knives, a dozen tea-spoons, 
two batter-knives, one sugar-svoon, three des- 
sert-spoons marked M. C. A., six odd spoans, 
five napkin-rings, a silver minature tea-set, 
a silver mug marked Saruh, from 
Auntie,” a small caster, a salt- 
cellar, mustard-pot, pepper-box, and 
three spoons. The total value of the ware is 
about 6600. It is a mystery bow the burgiars 
effected an entrance in the room where Mr. 
Anderson slept. There were several gold 
watches, some diamonds, and a considerabie 
sum of money, and it was only in consequence 
of the chloroform falling to do its work that 
these were not captured. Tue police were 
at once notified of the robbery, and in a very 
short time after ita occurrence Maj. Liddell 
had his officers on the alert. It is thought, 

from the way the burglars went about the busi- 
ness, that they are professionals, 

TWO TENNESSEE MURQERS. 

Mempuis, Teun., Oct. 21.—Iintelligence was 
received this afternoon of two murders com- 
mitted in this countg-under the following cir- 
cumstances: A party of white men on last Fri- 
day night entered the dwelling of a negro, liv- 
ing on the farm of George H. Millington, near 
Glencoe, Tenn., a town fifteen miles north of 
this city, and killed tim, while lying in bed with 
his wife and children, The verdict of the Cor- 
oner’s jury was tent he came to his death 
from a gun and pistol shot wound, inflicted by 
one Hili and McCain. McCain was arrested, 
but Hill fled, and was pursued by J. 8.

STILLS CAPTURED.

Yates, seized four illicit stills at Millersburg, 
in Bond County, near the edge of Madison, and 
arrested Henry and Louis Zimmermann, who 
bave been conducting the business, and took 
them to Springficld for trial by the United 
States Court.

PRAIRIE FIRES.

Omana, Neb., Oct. 21.—rairie fires are 
sweeping almost everything before them in dif- 
ferent sections of this State, destroying grain, 
fences, houses, machinery, and in some ceses 
live-stock, causing several hundred thousand 
dollars’ loss. A large number of people have 
been rendered homeless, and several lives have 
been lost and numerous persons injured. Near 
Kearney yesterday a prairie fire was raging, 
and at one time the town was in imminent dan- 
ger of destruction. Another fire broke out to- 
day in the same region, destroying a large 
amount of farm property. Along the line of 
the Omaha & Republican Valley Road last even- 
ing a large fire was burning for many 
miles in Butler County, destroying property, 
and ope woman lost her life. Great destruction 
of property occurred in Polk County yesterday. 
Platte County has been extensively burned

Our correspondent might also have exp 
the reason why a silver dollar passes current for 
as mach as a gold dollar, although its bullion 
value at present is several per cent less. It is 
simply because the importer has the option to 
pay duties in silver or gold. If he can’t get sil- - 
ver dollars, ne is obliged to tender gold dollars. 
Hence he will willingly pay about as much for 
silver dollars as for gold, as the silver answers 
his purpose just as well as the gold; and the 
holders of the scarcer silver coin demand as 
many greenbacks for their silver money, or 
within a trifling fraction of as much, as for gold 
money. It is this option of payment that keeps 
the cheaper silver metal at par with the dearer 
gold. If silver coin were abundant in “this 
country, and gold coin scarce, tue former would 
be exclusively used in payment of duties, be- 
cause it is the cheaper iutrinsically at present, 
but, a year hence, the silver and gold dollars 
may possess about the same bullion value.

The Chicago Times is seeking to elect Kaan 
by attempting to besmirch Maj. Joan Horr- 
man. It is its favorite mode of warfare. It 
has no more dignified weapon than mud, 
and when it begins to throw mud it is, asa 
rule, a good reason why the victim should 
be elected. The mud-throwing at Mr. Horr- 
man has commenced, and it will grow thicker 
and dirtier up to the day of election. 

In the course of its contemptible assault 
upon Mr. Horrman, the Times presents some 
reasons why Kran should be re-elected. A 
very brief examination of these reasons will 
show that Kern should not be re-elected. 

1. The Kern organ says: The whole 
concern (Sheriff's office) has been calcimined 
thoroughly both as to personnel and material. 
Sobriety, industry, and economy are the 
rule.” Let us look a little at the economical 
ealcimining. It has already been shown in 
Tur Tripone that Kern's administration has 
been enormously expensive. The charge for 
feeding the prisoners has been extravagant. 
The law declares that “it shall not 
be a source of profit, but the 
net profits have been not less than $30,000 
from this source. While this is not acrim- 
inal offense, it is to all intents and purposes 
a robbery of the taxpayers, for which Kern 
and the Democratic County Commissioners 
who allow it are responsible. 

2. Another feature of this economical cal- 
cimining. The Sheriff's pay-roll for Septem- 
ber, just audited by the Board, shows that 
extravagant salaries have been paid to second 
and third rate men who never before earned 
one-half or one-third the amount in any 
other business, and who in reality are not 
qualified to conduct any other business than 
standing behind a bar and retailing intoxi- 
cating liquors. While there are some good 
men upon the list, who probably could earn 
their salaries at other employments, we 
find it headed by a chief deputy taken out 
of a saloon and placed in an office yielding 
him $208 per month! We find fifteen or 
twenty others taken out of grog-shops at 
the demand of the gutter-rats and ward- 
bummers and placed in hundred-dollar-a- 
month positions who hitherto had been 
contented with fifty dollars per month, 
because that sum represented their capacity 
and because they could get no more. 

3. The very fact, however, that this pay- 
roll contains some names of men that possess 
a reputation for sobriety, decency, and capa- 
bility, has made the bummers dissatisfied 
with itasawhole. As the condition of the 
renomination of Kern it was, according to 
report, stipulated that the reorganization of 
that office should be given to the Campaign 
Committees. Should he be re-elected, the 
men of good reputation will be speedily 
weeded out, and their places will be filled 
with ward-scalawags and men of bad repute. 
If this programme is carried out, in case of 
Kern’s re-election we shall have another 
gang of corrupt and incompetent vagabonds 
in the County Building like that which dis- 
graced the administration of Acnzw. In- 
stead of having a pay-roll with some good 
men on it, we shall have one with no better 
men on it than the worst on the present roll. 

4. Kenn’s pledges to the bummers, without 
which he never could have got the nomina- 
tion, have driven him to the wall. He dare 
not violate his pledges to the bummers. In 
such a case as this the only safety is in a 
new deal. 

5. The Times charges that Horrman’s com- 
petitor for the nomination, Gen. Mann, was 
sold out, and says: Thus, so far as the 
manner in which the two men were pre- 
sented, there is much in favor of Kern and | 
much to the discredit of Horrman.” The 
less the Times has to say about selling 
out or buying votes in the Convention the 
better it will be for its candidate, Kern. In 
attempting to throw this kind of mud it is 
splashing and smirching Kern from head to 
foot. If one thing is more notorious than 
another about Kern’s nomination it is that 
his competitor, O'Connor, was sold out.” 
Mr. O Conxon himself has no hesitation in 
declaring over his own signature that he was 
defeated in the Convention by the corrupt 
use of money. The Times, therefore, should 
be more careful in squirting its tobacco- 
juice, or it will seriously soil the garments 
of its candidate, who procured his nomina- 
tion inthe manner it alleges against Maj.

NATIONALIZING PRIVATE ROBBERY. 

A year or more ago there were in opera- 
tion in this city several saving and deposit 
banks which exist no more. Among these 
may be included the State Savings, the 
Fidelity, Beehive, German, German-Amer- 
ican, Central National, and some smaller in- 
stitutions. These establishments held over 
five millions of money belonging to a vast 
number of persons. The depositors each 
held a book in which was written the sum of 
money which he was entitled to draw from 
the bank, and each of these books was worth 
to the owner that sum, and he could obtain 
that sum for the book at the bank, or pass it 
at its full value in any business transaction. 

Each man, if questioned, could conscien- 
tiously assume and declare he held the evi- 
dence that he had belonging to him, and 
convertible at his pleasure, so much money, 
worth to him the full par number of dollars 
recorded in his book. 

There came suddenly and unexpectedly a 
collapse. The value of the bank-books sus- 
tained a shrinkage; the bank-book which 
had been worth $100 shrunk to $30, others 
to 520, and in the case of one bank to $5, 
and in that of another to 44 cents. In a few 
brief weeks the value of these bank-books 
shrunk from over five millions of dollars to 
not exceeding one million of dollars; the 
“dollars” which. these ten thousand persons 
counted at par shrunk heavily,—from 100 
cents to 30, 20, 10, or 5 cents. These depos- 
itors knew the value of their money; they 
had earned it by labor, and it was the accu- 
mulation of years of savings, sacrifice, and 
self-dehial. Their case was not the only one 
of the kind; the same thing was repeated in 
every large city and town in the country 
with more or less severity. 

It is hardly necessary to ask of these vio- 
tims if they understand the shrinkage of the 
value of money. They know too well and 
too painfully by sad experience what it is to 
have the money they have earned and saved 
suddenly collapse in value, and fall to 20 or 
30 cents on the dollar. 

Yet that is the financial scheme which it is 
now proposed that Congress shall enact, only 
on a larger and more destructive scale. In- 
stead of greenbacks worth ‘par in coin, and 
instead of eoin and greenbacks circulating 
on an equality of value, each exchangeable 
for the other at all times and places; instead 
of money on deposit in banks, in safes, and 
elsewhere, worth its face in coin, it is pro- 
posed to substitute another kind of money, 
having no intfinsic value itself, promising no 
redemption or conversion, not exchangeable 
for anything at any time, or in any place, or 
by anybody. It is proposed to substitute 
for the greenbacks and the coin—the money 
now in the hands of the people—a new 
form of money, in quantities equal to the 
whole national debt, aud which will instantly 
sink to 30, 20, or 10 cents on the dollar. 
There are no less than one thousand millions 
of dollars now on deposit in the savings 
banks of the country. This money repre- 
septs years of toil, and saving, and self-de- 
nial, Every dollar of it cost an expenditure 
of human health, strength, and blood. All 
this money is worth now dollar for dollar in 
coin. There are, perhaps, four hundred 
other millions of dollars invested in the 
4, 44, and 5 per cent bonds, in sums of $50, 
#100, and $200 each. This, like the savings 
deposits, represents the savings of labor and 
the economy and thrift of the wages class, 
and is the sole inheritance and estate of 
widows and orphans. All of it is now worth 
coin, dollar for dollar. It is proposed to 
banish greenbacks, and silver; and gold, and 
to issue in payment of these bonds and in 
payment of the savings deposits “fiat 
money,” which, when issued, will be like 


the money of San Domingo, valueless, repu- 


diated on all hands even in exchange for 
food, and possibly worth less on the dollar 
than bank-books on Spencrr’s plundered 
bank or checks on Myers’ overturned “ Bee- 
hive.” The issue of fiat money will as ef- 
tectually extinguish 80 per cent of the value 
of the savings-banks deposits of the coun- 
try as did Spencer's gutting of the State’s 
Savings annihilate the value of the deposits 
of that bank. This sudden extinguish- 
ment of .eight hundred millions of the 
hard-earned savings of labor may be “ fun” 
for fiat-money agitators and demagogues, 
but it means annihilation to the millions of 
families whose entire means are thus in- 
vested. The loss will not fall on “ capital- 
ists” nor on millionaires, but it will fall 
upon the millions of persons whose sole 
means range from $50 to $400 each. These 
are the people whom it is proposed to rob, 
whose money is to be extinguished, whose 
bank-books, now representing coin dollars, 
are to be paid off wich worthless scrip, a 
dollar of which will not buy 15 or 20 cents’ 
worth of bread. The accumulations of years, 
the sacrifices and denials of a lifetime, all 
the present means of living and all the hopes 
for future support, are to be swept away un- 
der the deluge of fiat money. 

Spencer, when he took two-thirds of the 
three millions of dollars belonging to the 
depositors of the State Savings, was prop- 
erly denounced as a thief and a scoundrel, 
and has become a fugitive and an outcast 
forever. His summary execution on the 
most convenient lamp-post was urged as an 
appropriate and a deserved punishment. 

How is it with the men who advocate fiat 
money? They propose to elevate Srzncen’s 
crime into a. virtue. They propose to make 
robbery a national policy. They propose 
that the Congress of the United States shal) 
by law demonetize coin and greenbacks, and 
shall issue to the savings banks worthless, 
valueless, irredeemable scrip, not worth 20 
cents on the dollar of purchasing value, and 
with it allow them to pay off the one thon- 
sand millions of dollars of savings deposits. 
They propose to sponge out the debts of all 
these savings banks at the rate of 20 cents 
on tbe dollar. Even Spencer, thief and 
robber as he was, and worthy of summary 
hanging, left to those he robbed 30 cents on 
the dollar. But the fiat-money people de- 
mand that Congress shall strike deeper, rob 
heavier, plunder more completely, and leave 
to the owners of thesa thousand millions of 
coin dollars valueless scrip that, when once 
forced into circulation, will not buy a loaf of 
bread per dollar. And this scheme is urged 
upon the wages class, who owe no debts, as 
a measure of relief,—to confiscate, extin-

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THE COUNTY RING'S ORGAN. 

The County Ring has an organ which is 
very unreliable, and we doubt whether the 
corrupt Commissioners get the worth of 
their money if they contribute very ly 
to the support of this organ. The Chicago 
Times seoms to be willing to print articles 
favorable to the Ring designs, but it follows 
these articles with others eating its own 
words, Sometimes the contradiction is ren- 
dered less apparent by the intervention of a 
day, but last Sunday the Ring article and the 
anti-Ring article beth appeared in the same 
issue and on the very same page, one right 
after the other. It may be worth while to 
show how completely contradictory these 
two articles were. In the course of the first 
article the following appeared : 


It is a fortunate fact for the taxpayers of Cook 
County that its Commissionerfs are restrained by 
fundamental law from raising by taxation more 
than 75 cents on the $100 of valuation, except so 
far as may be necessary to provide for indebted- 
ness contracted prior to 1870. . . The sum 
thus to be raised does not represent the total 
revenue of the county, whichis largely increased 
from certain well-known sources, as, for Instance, 
from the fees of the various Court-Clerks’ offices, 
the Recorder's office, the Sheriff's office, aud so on. 
And with all this extraordinary levy, which would 
be increased only the Commissioners themselves 
know how much, did not the law. which they dare 
not disobey, command a positive halt, no provision 
is made for the continuance of the work on the 
Court-House, a structare which should be pushed 
to completion as speedily as possible. 


Having made this statement of facts, it is 
added in the same article that “ it is prepos- 
terous, it is downright exaction and robbery, 
the result of reckless expenditure and then 
utter defiance of anything in the nature of 
economy,” and the conclusion is reached 
that at least 50 per cent represents waste 
or stealing.” 

In the very next article, and almost the 
very next sentence, separated only by a dash, 
the Tunes says: 

The attempt being made to defeat the proposed 
issue of bonds for the completion of the Court- 
House has not a single excuse for its existence. It 
is in part a political move whereby certain outs de- 
sire to get in. It is not in the interest of economy. 
It is a swindle On the contractors, and in no respect 


an effort which should be countenanced by tne 
public. 


A half column more is then printed with 
the purpose of urging the people of Cook 
County to vote $750,000 for the benefit of 
the Ring, though the previous article stated 
in the most positive terms that 50 per cent 
of the tax-levy represents waste or steal- 
ing,” which, if saved, would yield a fund of 
between $500,000 and $600,000 with which 
to continue the work on the Court-House. 
It follows, as a matter of course, that to 
vote $750,000 in bonds for a special Court- 
House fund will insure the waste and steal- 
ing” of between $500,000 and $600,000 that 
might otherwise be saved out of the general 
expenses for work on the Court-House. Ex- 
perience, too, has proved that, when the 
peqple refused to vote bonds asked for once 
before, a saving was made out of the general 
fund and the work continued. Nevertheless, 
the Times condemns the stealing and de- 
nounces the thieves in one article, and in the 
very next article urges the people to vote 
new bonds in order to make the stealing 
sure. 

We confess we do not understand this sort 
of thing. Did Editor Srorry write one arti- 
cle, and one of his subordinates the other? If 
80, is it Editor Srorgy or one of the subordi- 
nates who isin the employ of the Ring? 
Or does Mr. Storey prostitute his newspaper 
by selling out its editorial columns at so 
much a line to the Ring, and then try to 
counteract the effect of the purchased article 
by another in the same column taking the 
opposite view? Whatever the explanation 
may be, it is certainly very disreputable that 
a newspaper should advocate a scheme 
which it admits and condemns as a steal. 

The ments of the case are very simple, 
and fully illustrated by a comparison be- 
tween the appropriations of this year and 
the two preceding years, Last year's appro- 
priations for general expenses were only 
$900,000, and those of the year before 
$667,000; this year the very same class of 
expenses is estimated at. $1,134,150. There 
is no valid or legitimate reason for so 
monstrous an increase; all the conditions 
demanded a decrease. Yet the County Ring 
have run up the expenses of all the depart- 
ments and institutions 40 per cent in the 
aggregate for the mere purpose of per- 
suading the people that an issue of bonds 
will be necessary im order to go on with the 
Court-House. The fraudis palpable. The 
Times is right when it says that $500,000 
could be saved out of the general tax-levy 
for work on the Court-House; itis wrong 
and corrupt when, knowing and admitting 
this fact, it urges the people to vote $750,- 


000 of new bonds, which will enable the 


Ring to steal the $500,000 it might save. 
We suspect it is the purpose of the Times to 
let this fact appear while it seems to be 
keeping something like a plighted faith to 
the Ring. At all events, the people compre- 
hend the situation, and the bonds will not 
be voted.

It would seem that either the laws of Great 
Britain are better adapted to the prosecution 
of bank - robbers than are those of this coun- 
try, or else that the British execution of the 
law is swif ter and more impartial. The re- 
port of the experts which laid bare the in- 
iquities of the management in the City of 
Glasgow Bank was followed by the immedi- 
ate arrest of the officers and Directors of the 
bank, who were unceremoniously ‘marched 
off to jail, there to await examination: It is 
probable that these men will be put upon 
trial for their criminal acts, and not unlikely 
that they will be punished, in spite of their 
high standing and influence. There have 
been a good many bank-failures in this coun- 
try during the last few -years, and a 
large proportion of these failures have re- 
vealed much the same criminal reckless- 
ness and falsification of accounts and 
reports that have been discovered in the 
Glasgow Bank. But we can’t recall a single 
instance where there was anything like the 
same vigorous effort to apprehend and pun- 
ish the offenders. In the few cases where 
there have been examinations and indict- 
ments, the proceedings have dragged along 
and resulted in nothing but expense to the 
community. Perhaps it would be different 
if the stockholders in our banks were liable to 
the full amount of their possessions, so that 
the loss would fall upon them instead of the 
depositors, for then men of means and in- 
fluence would have a direct interest in pursu- 
ing the managers who had betrayed their 
trust. Yet the crime of plundering a 
bank is greater when the loss is put 
upon a mass of depositors, many of 
whom are poor and sacrifice all 
they have to the greed and villainy 
of those whom they have trusted. It is to 
be hoped that the men who have been guilty 
of robbing the Scoteh bank will be sent to 
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of the Democratic party. It is just possible 
that the Democrats might successfully claim 
that they are not to blame for the scoundrel- 


their claim of party innocence would be 
stronger in that event. But if TI DVS de- 
nial is to be accepted (and the Democrats 
generally contend that he is innocent), then 
the active managers of the Democratic party 
must assume the blame.

The fact that Mr. Horruax, Repuolican candi- 
date for She has taken into his service the 
most utterly and irredeemably atrocious gang of 
thugs that ever attempted to meddle with any 
political question in America—a society identical 
in purposes and principles with the Mollie 
Maguires, of whom a dozen, more or less, have 
been hanged in Pennsylvania within the past 
twelvemonth—should be conclusive proof 
mind of every citizen that Horrman not fit to 
hold any office at the hands of an American com- 
munity. He must be judged by his associations 
and the todls he chooses to use in his canvass; and 
he cannot be permitted to skalk behind them. In 
allying himeelf with and accepting the aid of the 
** Mollie Maguires" of Chicago, he places himself 
on their level, aud invites the hostility of every 
voter in Chicago or Cock County who does not de- 
sire that this community shall be deiivered ap, 
bound band and foot, a prey te the redemptionless 
ruffians he employs.

It was founded by Thomas Addis Em- 
met, brother of the Irish patriot and martyr, 
Robert Emmet, and once the honored Attorney- 
General of the state of New York, aud has, we be- 
lieve, arespectable footing iu all parts of this 
country. It has no political character, and the 
charge that it has been, or could be, sold ont to 
Maj. Hoffman or any other candidate. is a wanton 
and maiicious falsehood of the very grossest na- 
ture, 

The other chareé—that the Ancient Order of 
Hivernrans and Moilie Maguiros-are identical—its 
one that has been repeated and denied su often 
as to render it scarcely worthy of present notice. 
It doubtless has this much foundation, and neo 
more. namely: that in the coal-felds of Penn- 
syivania many of the operatives betonged to both 
organizations, and fora time the livery of an 
Order having the highest and holiest purposes 
waa used in the service of a most infamous cause.

Mr. Kern, Sheriff that is but Sheriff that 
cannot be, was unwise enough to write a letter 
which appeared in yesterday’s Trung, in 
which he tries to break the foree of its damag- 
ing disclosures as to the reckless extravagance, 
and the high salaries, and the ineflicient em- 
ployes that have distinguished his administra- 
tion of the Sheriff’s office. Tun Tamun has 
never questioned the fact that he kept the jail 
in good condition, and that no prisoners es- 
caped from it. That is the duty of a jailer. 
But it has said, and does say, that the wages 
paid by him to his employes were more than 
those employes were worth, or more than any 
persons occupying such positions should have. 
Quoting the table published some days ago in 
THs Tripone, be tries to make a point 
in his favor by calling attention 
to the figures therein, which show 
that in 1876 the pay-roll of the 


Sheriff's office was $83,862, while in 1877 it was 
$00,500. He stops right there. 
rest of the story. The number of Bailiffs and 
other officers is fixed by the Judges, the pay by 
the County Board. The number of Bailiffs was 
cut down by the Judges at the end of 1876 by 
just eleven men. The pay of the survivors was 
ixed by the County Board at the extravagant 
rates now complained, of. The Republican 
Judges did what they could to cut down the ex- 
penses of the Sheriff’s office. The Ring in the 
County Board, with the Sheriff, did what they 
could to keep up expenses by refusing to lower 
the wages of the employes. Instead of 608. 000 
tuo pay-roll, it decent e*onomy had vrevailed 
in the administration of the office, should have 
amounted to about $30,000. If Mr. Kern had 
had his own way, and had been able to overrule 
the wages, the expenses would have been oearer 
$100,000. 

So far as the inereased earnings to which he 
refers in his letter are concerned, official reports 
seem to show that Mr. Agnew turned over 
about $2,000 more to the County Treasury thau 
Mr. Kern has done. This is cone; in the 
wrong direction. 

A MAN OF HIS WORD. 

A Thirteenth Ward Republican writes to Tun 
TRIBUNE to say that he knows of ove instance 
where Charley Kern went back on his word. It 
was iu the case of Mr. Dunham, an old and re- 
liable citizen, who was formeriya Bailiff in 
Judge Jameson’s Court, and heid that position 
for years. He was on Kern’s force. When 
Kern went out electioneering for a re- 
nomination he said to Mr. Dunham, 
„Mr. Dunham, I want you to lay off a mouth 
or so, until after the Convention. I want to 
put an Irishman in your place in order to get 
their support. When I am nominated, or on 
the Ist of October, I shall bounce the Irishman, 
and you can go back to your place.“ 

The ist of October has come ana gone, but 
Mr. Dunham does not wield his staff in the 
Court of Judge Jameson, but he tarries at 
home, waiting until Charley Kern gets ready to 
fulfill his promises, which is something which he 
will never do. Charley turned Mr. Dunham out 
in order to appoint a man from the Seventeenth 
Ward, and to catch that delegation. Mr. Dun- 
ham was assured on Kern’s bouor that he would 
be reinstated, but it is said the candidate for re- 
election went back on that. 

SLOAN’S STORY. 

It is said that Kern has made an eflicient 
Sheriff, Some two months ago Mr. M. C. 
Sloan, a respectable man, a plumber in business 
at No. 73 Clark street, sued a man named Bar- 
bier for a debt of $600. ‘Tom Moran was Mr. 
Sloan's counsel. Mr. S., finding that he could 
not collect his debt by coaxing, had Barbier ar- 
rested on a ca sa writ, to be placed in jail 
until he could schedule out. gCharley Kero 
insisted that Mr. Sioan should pay the debtor's 
board in advance, Which he did, and took the 
Sberiff’s receipt for it. About four weeks ago 
Barbier was taken into the Sheriff's office by ex- 
Saloon-Keeper Garrick, now Kern's Chief Depu- 
ty, and was smart enourch to make his escape. 
Mr. Sloan had paid the man’s board, and had 
Kern’s receipt, but no money was returned to 
him. Barbier left that night for Philadelphia, 
and Mr. Sloan was thus doubly cheated. ‘* Don’t 
let this get ont in the papers,” said Garrick. 
„Don't let it get in the papers,” said Tom 
Moran; “it will hurt Kern’s chances for a re-

Tuts unanimous vote of all the German waras and 
towne is the clearest contradiction of the assertion 
that we citizens of German descent are German 
Know-Nothings. We only stand oe when 
we are antagonized on aceount ef our descent. The 
charge that we owe to our outspoken bunger for 
oflice more public offices than our number entities 
us to is just as unfounded as the assertion that we 
are Know-Nothings. Here is the proof of the con- 
trary: At the last Presidential election there were 
cast in the city 62,448 votes, and in the county 
13,748, making a total of 76.206.

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Grain Firmer at the Opening, but Weakened by 
the News of Failures Abroad. 


FINANCIAL. 


There was afarther advance in sterling exchange, 
which was quoted at 480% for sixty days, and 
486% for sicht. Paris exchange nominal at 521% 
for sixty days, and 518% for sicht. Both sterling 
and French exchahge are now above the specie- 
importing point. The gold which is arriving in 
New York or is on the way was ordered before the 
rise in exchange. No gold could be brougu! in- 
to the country at the present rates, which, indeed, 
are within a couple of points of the specie-export- 
ing point. The advance in rates is caused by the 
small supply of bills, but as far as France is con- 
cerned this cannot last long. One of the new 
features of Chicago business this year is the export 
of grain and provisions to France. Bills on 
France for large amounts have been unknown in 
this market heretofore, but recently have been 
freely drawn in Chicago against shipments, espe- 
cially of grain. The French crop is short, and the 
present unusual French demand for our surplus 
will go to make up for what diminished imports 
there may be by Great Britain. The increased 
imports of American grain by France have caused 
the recent heavy shipment of gold from Paris to 
this country. In ordinary years France can settle 
ber trade-balance with us by remitting bills of ex- 
cnange. 

The gold market remained steady at 100% most 
of the day>adv 6, to 1004, and then fel 
back to 100%. ~The market was devoid of anima- 
tion. and the slight variation in the premium was 
merely a brokers’ quotation. Of the 10,000, 000f 
which the Paris correspondent of the London 
Economiat (in his letter published Oct. 3) eaid had 
been shipped to New York there arrived Friday by 
the steamer Herder $100,000 for Messrs. John 
Monroe & Co. The steamer St. Laurent has $259, - 
000 on board for Messra. Plock & Co.;: tvese re- 
mittances are of American double-eagles, of which 
there « a considerable stock in Paris. If the 
Front correspondent is correct as to the 
amount, there are yet to be received $1, 650, 000. 

Government bonds are being shipped from Chi- 
cago to New York, while Chicago gas stocks are 
being returned from Eastern stockholders to West- 
ern buyers. The bond shipments from Chicago 
te New York have changed. Earlier it was tne 
Ates and 4s that were sent back, and now it is the 
67s. The opening quotations in New York were: 
Gs of 1881, 107%; 5-20 of 3865, 102K: 
5-20s of 1867, 105%; 5-208 of 1883, 
107%, 10-408 106%: new 58 of 1881, 105%; 
new 4%s, 103%; new 4-per-cent coupons, 100. 
The Government is now selling the new 4s at the 
Chicago Sub-Treasury at 904 and interest in 
gold, and the deuiers underseli the Government by 
avout 4c. 

The toreign advices were scrious. Little in- 
formation was vouchsafed by the afternoon dis- 
patches, but the scanty points given were alarm- 


ing. There was a heavy failure at Liverpoot of a 


firm not named, great depression in ithe London 
stock market, and a fall in consols to the lowest 
point since the failure of the City of Glasgow 
Bank. Consols closed Saturday at 94 5-16; yes- 
terday morning they opened at 941-16, and 
dropped in tue afternoon to 03 15-16, and 93 13-16 
at the close. These financial signs give little 
promise of the realization of the hopes that the 
Scoten failure would make no special trouble :n 
Engiand. All the recent writings of the best Eu 
Clish financial observers have been of a gloomy 
character, and their prophecies of disaster seem 
to be on the eve of fullilimeunt. 

The Chicago banks made heavy remittances to 


. New York on country account. This and the drop- 


ping off of orders for currency show a lull in the 
marketing of country produce, nothing unusual at 
this time of year, but greater than ordinary now 
on account of the diminished British orders. Near- 
ly ali the stuff that has gone forward this season 
has been shipped to the Continent. 

New York exchance was quoted at 50c per $1, 000 
premium. 

Discounts were in onlv moderate request. The 
country banks are not borrowing freely. and the 
city supply of negotiable paper was not large 
enough to give employment to all the loanable 
funds of the banks. Rates of discount were 6@10 
per cent. with special rates to first-class outside 
customers on call or short time. 

Bank clearings were $3, 300, 000. 

Sales of Chicago gas stock have slackened, and 
for the present it seems tbat all the weak stock has 
been shaken out on the market. But there is no 
backward movement on the part of the electricity 
people The agent of the Eleptric Lighting Com- 
pany of London offers to make a public test with 
any gas company and to prove that the same 
amount of light by electricity ¢an be supplied at 
one-half the cost of gas. The London City Cor- 
poration has resolved to appropriate a certain 
amount of money to conduct experiments in test- 
mg the value of electric lignt. It has been already 
resolved to illuminate Billingsgate Fish Market 
with electricity. And Edison is still to be heard 
from with an invention claimed to be vastly supe- 
rior to those in use abroad. 

Nine of the twelve San Francisco savings banks 
have been examined by the California Bank Com- 
missioners. Six have passed the ordea!, and 
three, the Masonic, Farmers’ & Mechanics’, and 
the French, have succumbed. 

The Chase National Bank was yesterday ad- 
mitted to the New York Ciearing-House. 

The stock market was nervious on account of 
verious rumors, principally those from London, 
but an examination of the prices of the leading 
stocks during the day shows the market to have 
been afterall well sustained. The closing prices 
were not the highest of the day, but they were 
in aimost all cases above the lowest. Erie was a 
little weak, closing at 115,, against 11 on Satur- 
day, but Illinois Central advanced trom 76% on 
Saturday to 77% atthe close. The Granger stocks 
were higher than at Saturday's close, St. Paul 
common advancing from 30% to 40%, Northwest- 
ern common from 40% to 40%. and the preferred 
from 71% to 71%. Michigan Central was 68%, 
against 67% on Saturday and Lake Shore gained 
%, and Rock Island . 

Advices came from New York that Erie was to 
advance, but, strange to say, Erie went off & from 
the opening, 12, closing at 115%. The coal stocks, 
in which there is little Western interest, were dull 
and heavy.

About twenty-four grain receivers of this eity 
held a meeting last Saturday evening and resolved 
that it will be wise to form an association for the 
mutual protection of the interests of the class te 
which they belong.

The leading produce markets were rather irregu- 
lar yesterday. Hogs were active, and weak, while 
provisions were dull and steady. Grain was gen- 
erally stronger early, and easier afterwards, wheat 
and corn sagging off badly about noon. The news 
from Great Britain was unsatisfactory. The grain 
markets there were reported firm, but consols were 
very weak, and more failures of commercial firms 
caused much anxiety here with regard to the effect of 
the troubles there upon our forcign produce trade. 
The orders from the country indicated that smaller 
receipts of the leading cereals may be expected 
800R. 

The dry-goods market was devoid of important 
new features. There was a well-sustained activi- 
ity in most departments of the market, and prices 
again ruled steady and uniform. There was a lib- 
eral movement in staple and fancy groceries, and 
the general tenor of prices was firm. Coffees 
were receiving increased attention, and were 
stronger, though without positive advance. Su- 
gars remained quiet and easy. There was a dull 
and heavy feeling in the cheese market, the stocks 
being excessive, and the Eastern market so badly 
demoralized that shippers have withdrawn. But- 
ter, also, was dull and weak. Prices of fish and 
dried fruits were fairly steady. No changes were 
reported in the leather, bagging, tobacco, coal, 
and wood markets. Oils were in good request, 
with carbon, linseed, and turpentine ruling very 
firm. Carbon was quoted %@lc higher that Sat- 
urday? 

The lumber market was unchanged in its general 
features. The sale docks were liberally provided 
for, and retail merchants took hold at the late 
prices. At the yards trade continues good, and lit- 
tle change is made in the price list, which is prob- 
ably shaded when necessary. The sales of woo! 
were smafi, and at recent figures. Broom-corn 
was in better request and somewhat steadier, 
though the receipts continue large, and theréseems 
to be plenty of broom-corn in the country ready to 
move. Hides were unchanged. Seed were report- 
ed quiet and easy, clover being lower. Hay was 
in fair request and steady. Potatoes were easy in 
consequence of liberal offerings, which made buy 
ers hold off. The offerings of poultryand game 
were smaller, and both were quiet. 

Lake freights were in good demand, with rather 
light offerings, and advanced \c, corn to Baf- 
falo being taken at Sc, and wheat to do at 36. 
Room was taken for 121,000 bu wheat, 230, 000 bu 
corn, and 65, 000 bu oats.

MINOR MEETINGS, 

“Certain Dangerous Tendencies in American 
Life“ was the theme which invited the Congre- 
vational ministers to gether yesterday morning. 
The text was furnished by an article in the Oc- 
tober Allantic with the above title. The Rev. 
Mr. Pond opened the discussion, in which 
Messrs. C. F. Williams, Arthur, and others 
took part. 

At the Baptist ministers’ meeting yesterday 
morning the Rev. Dr. Hewett presided. The 
Rev. E. K. Cressey, of the Coventry Street 
Church, gave a sketch of a sermon preached by 
him Sunday morning, having Tne Character 
of Christ, or the Life He Lived,” for its theme.

Rey. Dr. Jackson read a paper on “ Inepira- 
tion,” giving the views of Alexander Carson and 
Prof. Gaussen. These writers believea in 
plenary inspiration; that is, they believed every 
word in the Bible to be the inspired word of 
God. Mr. Carson, however, did not believe in 
the verbal theory; he regarded the sacre! 
writers as something better than mere amanu- 
enses. Prof. Gaussen argued that the Script- 
ures were necessarily inspired, from the fact that 
Christ Himself quoted them as authority. 


The Presbyterian ministers met yesterday at 
the usual time and glace. The Rev. C. I.. 
Thompson presided.» The Rev. G. P. Folsom, 
of Wisconsin, the Rev. 8. J. McKee, of Lock- 
port, III., the Rev. T. McKee, of Cedar Rapids, 
la., the Rev. Mr. Drury, of Ghent, N. Y., and 
the Rev. Mr. Bissell, Of Highland Park, were 
invited to sit as corresponding members.

It was stated by several of the pastors 
present that the figures in the Alliance were in- 
correct in many cases, but they ad- 
mitted nevertheless that the fact was 
true that there was a large falling 
olf in the attendance at their churches. It is 
claimed, however, that while there is a decrease 
of attendance in many cities, that the aggregate 
attendance throughout the country is larger 
than ever. The cause is said to be the preya- 
lence of skeptical Iiterature in the newspapers 
and magazines ju this and other countries. The 
hard times are also supposed to have some in- 
fluence ou this subject, as the lack of money 
prevents people from paving pew-rents and from 
appearing in their wonted style, and hence they 
stay away altogether. The remedy, they be- 
lieve, lies in greater application to missionary 
work, and also less doctrine and more practical 
‘Christianity should be preached in the pulpit.

THE COUNCIL. 

Extra Legal Services. 
The Council held a regular meeting last evening, 
Ala. Tuley in the chair. The absentees were 
Throop and Wetterer. 
A long communication was received from the 
Mayor, returning, without his approval. the reso- 
lution forbidding the employing or paying for ex- 
tra legal services without the consent of the Coun- 
cil. He was opposed to its spirit. and also the 
principle which it illustrated, asking, if the Coun- 
eil should pass on such an item of expense, why 
not include all extra expenses in the conduct of 
the other departments—why not abolish 
the Government, and conduct the city af- 
fairs through the Council Committees? It 
was, in his opinion, unwise and unsafe for the 
Council to take out of the hands of the Executive 
officers the power, duty, and responsibility of de- 
termining the manner of conducting them, and 
fixing the compensation which special or other em- 
ployes should receive for any particular purpose. 
The law, and the reason of the law. pointed out 
and demanded a different mode of procedure. 
Ald. Ryan moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the resolution was passed. 
Ald. ‘Tuley (Cary in the chair) characterized the 
document as extraordinary. 
Ald. Culierton made the peint that the motion 
was not debatable. 
The Chair sustained the point. 
Aid. Tuley, however, went on to discuss the 
point of order, saying that, woen a disrespectful 
and ipsulting communication was received from 
the Mayor, the Councii onght to determine what 
course it should take, —whether it would send it 
back with a request that it be couched in more re- 
spectful language, or be acted upon. 
The motion to reconsider was agreed to—yens, 
30. * 3. —Tully. Lodding. and Oliver. 

Ald. Tuley moved that the resolution be passed, 
the veto of the Mayor notWithstanding. He said 
$8, 850 had been paid ont in the face of the order 
of the Council. The question was one of jurisdic- 
tion. and if the Aldermen submitted, they migit 
as well resign and go home, leaving the Mayor, 
Comptroller, and Corporation Counsel to run the 
City Government. If the document was written 
by the Mayor, he didn't know what he was writing; 
if by the Law Department, it was an impudent and 
flagrant insult.

The Health-Officer’s report for last week 
shows that 288 notices were served to abate nui- 
sances and 308 nuisances abated. The weight of 
bad meat condemned was 16,615 pounds. 


There are now outstanding only $250,000 
of the certificates of 1877. Feb. 1 there were 
$2, 700, 000. I will have disappeared before 
January, when the Supreme Court decision is ex- 
pected to be delivered. 


There were 143 deaths last week, an in- 
crease of ten over the preceding weex and of four 
over the corresponding one in 1877, but a decrease 
of twenty-seven from the same week in 1876. Of 
the decedents, forty-six were under 3 years old. 
Convulsions carried off 15, 2 11, diphtheria 
12, fevers 8, and consumption 10. 


Among the building permits issued were 
the following: John Branan, two two-story and 
basement brick dwellings, 32x36, Franklin near 
Huron, $3,000; John Burnester, two-story and 
basement brick dwelling, 25x50, Ogden avenue, 
near Taylor street. $2,500; J. G. Grier, three- 
story 32x75 and two-story 32x26 stone-front 
dweilings, Ashiand avenue, near Van Buren 
street, $8,000: Wolffer & Zeiger, two-story brick 
ice- house. 22x40, No. 32 Chicago avenue, $2, 000. 


The report of the Fire-Marshal for the 
quarter ending Oct. 1 contains the following: 
The additions were two new steamers, delivered 
Aug. 3; a iife-saving apparatus, just completed at 
a cost of $479, and which will be put in service as 
soon as an appropriation ie made fora house and 
men; 6,000 feet of hose, making 30. 750 feet on 
hand. The machinery is in good working order, 
and the horses in good condition, while the fire- 
alarm service is entirely satisfactory, and the dis- 
cipline of the force at its usual standard. There 
were 136 fres—47 in July, 41 in August, and 48 in 
September; loss, $75,222; insurance involved, 
$527,955; insurance over loss, $473,054; proper- 
ty immediately involved, $1,047,210. Ig only one 
instance were four or more buildings covered by 
one fire. The false alarms were 23. The Depart- 
ment traveled 2,170% miles and worked 268 19-00 
hours at fires. The men discovered 42 fires be- 
fore an alarm was given. The expenses for tne 
three quarters this year were: First. $96,412; 
second, $93,420; third, $90,839; total, $289, 671. 


There seems to be little justice in the 
complaints against the extension of the railway- 
track on Blue Island avenue to Western avenue. 
In the first place, owners of 5. 611 feet of the 
property—more than one-half—petitioned for the 
improvement, and, as an inducement to the Rail- 
way Company, which did not want to extend the 
track, they furnish all the material, while the cor- 
poration furnisues the labor. As to the paving and 
keeping in repair the space between the tracks, the 
ordinance requires it to be done, and the Company 
will bave to d, it or forfeit the franchise. It is not 
to be cdmpelled to run the regular Blue Island 
avenue cars beyond the present terminus at ‘i'wen- 
ty-second street for three years, but is allowed to 
run other cars over the extension. ‘The fare over 
the whole line is not to exceed five cents in cash, 
but where tickets are used, the cost being four 
cents, an additional cent can be collected when 
mgere are transferred. The Mayor was un- 
able to see where this provision, or auy of the oth- 
ers, was unfair or unjust, 80, as has before been 
stated, he has signed the ordinance, and it is now 
the iaw. 


The Mayor sat down on two pawnbrokers 
and a gambier vesterday. The former were Emilia 
Friedberg. of No. 474 State street, and Jolin Live- 
zey, of No. 25 West Madison street. It was in 
front of Friedverg’s that Policeman Race was shot.

Livezey also nandled swag. Goods taken from 
stores in Momence, III., and Crown Point, Ind., 
were found in nis place, and he had neglected to 
enter them on his books, as the law requires. He 
is under bail to await the action of the Grand Jury. 
With a view of beating the police, George Hankins 
put a pool-taole into No. 164 Madison street, and 
took outa license. Gamodiing was done there, and 
the officers were refused admittance when they 
culled until the tools were safely stowed away and 
the inmates began knocking around the pool balls.

THE COUNTY BUILDING. 


The October Grand Jury was impaneled 
yesterday, with ex-Commissioner Guenther as 
foreman. They aid very little work during the 
day. 

Complaint was made in the Board yester- 
day that Sheriff Kern had not sent out the notices 
to the judges of election in proper time. and as a 
consequence the people had not been afforded op- 
vortunity to register, etc. The complaint was made 
by Malloy, and he ought to know. 


Commissioner Senne has gone into the 
business of writing campaign documents for the 
Democracy,—documents intended to bolster up 
the King members of the Board who are can- 
didates for re-election. His first effort was laid 
before the Board yesterday, and it gave such un- 
yet pe satisfaction that 17.000 copies were or- 

ered printed, to be distributed among the people. 
That he should lend himself to the machinations 
of the Ring is considered astonishing. Cleary 
and Mulloy are delighted at his conduct. 


Commissioner Wheeler said in the Board 
yesterday that the people of Cook County would 
never get any more faithful or economic represent- 
atives in the County Board, The past year he has 
been Chairman of the Committee on Jail and Jail 
Accounts, and in nine months the books show that 
he has sudited-bills to the amount of $106, 143. 28, 
all of which have been approved. The year before, 
or in the same nine months thereof, when there 
were no pretensions to honesty, the same Commit- 
tee audited ville to the amount of $105, 846.51. It 
will be seen, therefore, that the Commissioner's 
record contradicts his latter-day statement.

Ford was brought up in Chicago, 
having lived here sixteen years. He has been 
working in the Palmer House four yeare. The phy- 
sician at the hospital says that his wounds are not 
dangerous. He had used a case-knife, and had 
merely jabbed his neck in two places and made one 
slit across wnen arrested.
